FIFTY-SECOND ANNUAL ANNOUNCEMENT: 1893-94. 


Tue St. Louis Mepicat CoLitecre was founded, in 1842, as the Medical 
Department of St. Louis University. Incorporated, by special charter, in 
1855, its annual courses of instruction were continued by the same Faculty, 
which, under an ordinance enacted April 14, 1891, was created the Medical 
Faculty of Wasuincton University. In October, 1892, the College cele- 
brated its semi-centennial, and the opening, in its new es of its fifty- _ 
first consecutive annual session. 

An obligatory graded course of study, covering three collenee years, was 
established by the St. Louris MepicaL Co.LieGcE in 1880. ‘The length of the 
annual session has since been extended to seven calendar months, and the 
course of instruction has been greatly enlarged. To students fitted by pre- 
paratory training to pursue a comprehensive and thorough course of medical 
study, this College offers exceptional opportunities. 

The distinctive feature of the perfected curriculum of the St. Louis Med- 
ical College is its recognition of systematic practical work, by every student, 
as the necessary ground-work of medical study. To this end all the courses 
of instruction have been thoroughly revised; the time devoted to Practical 
Anatomy has been greatly increased; full laboratory courses have been 
organized in Chemistry, Histology, Physiological and Medical Chemistry, 
Pathological Anatomy and Histology, and Bacteriology; and graded prac- 
tical courses have been established in the methods of Physical Diagnosis, and 
in the examination of patients in all the general and special clinics of the 
College. 

To provide the necessary facilities for developing its improved methods of © 
“teaching, the College had, during successive years, remodeled and largely 
-added to its old buildings on Seventh street. The sale of this property, 
in 1890, made it possible to put in execution long-considered plans for the 
construction of a new and much larger building especially designed for the 
convenient accommodation of all the departments of a perfectly equipped 
medical school. oa 

The new College building erected in 1892, at a cost of $160,000.00,for the 
conjoint use of the Medical and Dental departments of the University, is four 
stories high, with a frontage of 125 feet and a depth of 156 feet. Exclusive 
of a spacious central court from which all the interior rooms are lighted and 
ventilated, the area covered by the buildings measures 15,300 square feet. 
In addition to the space devoted to administrative uses, it contains five lec- 
ture halls, each two stories high, three of which are of theater construction ; 
three Chemical laboratories, covering 4,633 square feet; two laboratories of 
Physiology, of 3,000 square feet; Practical Anatomy rooms, of 2,330 square 
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feet; a laboratory of Microscopy, of 2,330 square feet; a complete Bacteri- 
ological Laboratory; two Dental Laboratories, of 2,330 square feet; and a 
fully organized Clinical Department, in nine divisions with waiting rooms, 
covering 14,000 square feet. 

The four principal laboratories — of General Chemistry, of Practical 
Anatomy, of Histology, Pathological Anatomy and Histology, and Bacteri- 
ology (each 27 by 87 feet) and of Physiology (86 by 48 feet) — are fur- 
nished, throughout, with the best modern appliances. The departments of 
Physiology, Histology, and Bacteriology, in particular, are fully equipped with 
the latest perfected instruments of precision and with apparatus adapted 
both for demonstration and for original research. _ 


REQUIREMENTS FOR ADMISSION. 


Candidates for admission to the College will be received upon the presenta- 
tion of a degree in Letters or Science from a College or Scientific School, 
of a certificate of graduation from a High School, or of a first grade teacher’s 
certificate ; or upon passing an examination before the Examining Committee 
of the Faculty on the branches of a good English education, including 
mathematics, English composition, and general physics. 

Students who have attended one course of lectures in an accredited regular 
School of Medicine, or who are graduates of an approved School of Biology, 
may enter the Middle Class upon examination in the studies of the Junior 
year.* Students who have attended two such courses of lectures may enter 
the Senior Class upon examination in the studies of the Junior and Middle 
years. 

THREE YEARS Course. 


Attendance on THREE ANNUAL SESSIONS is required of all candidates for the 
degree of Docror or Mepicrne. The studies are graded throughout the 
course, and are so arranged that the work of each year constitutes a necessary 
introduction to that of each succeeding year. 

The Junior YEAR is largely devoted to practical LABORATORY worRK; didac- 
tic teaching and the study of text-books being supplemented, throughout, 
by demonstrative and practical courses. In the MippLe Year laboratory 
work is continued, and the study of Medicine and Surgery is begun. Par- 
ticular attention is paid in this year to the practical training of each student 
in Diagnosis. In the Senior Yrar the courses of lectures are continued, 
in all the general and special departments of Medicine and Surgery, and 
the number of clinical exercises is very largely increased. Students are 
required to perform a prescribed amount of Dissection during each year. 


* Students from other colleges who fail to pass in some of the Junior examinations, 
may be received into the Middle class on condition that they pass those examinations 
at the end of the Middle year. 
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At the close of the Senror Year the student may become a candidate 
for examination for the degree of Doctor or Mepicine, or he may elect to 
continue his studies during a FourtH YEar. 


Four YEARS Course. 


The instruction in the FourtH Year is largely in the special branches of | 
Medicine and Surgery, and includes special training in the use of instruments 
of precision, such as the Ophthalmoscope, the Laryngoscope, etc., in the meth- 
ods of practical Gynecology, in the therapeutic applications of Electricity, 
and in other practical work connected with the special subjects included in the 
course. Advanced instruction is given in the laboratories of Histology, 
_Bacteriology, and Pathology. 

At the close of the Fourtu Yrar the student may take the final examina- 
tion for the degree of Doctor or MepicINE, or, having been admitted to 
and having taken all the courses of instruction comprised in the FourtH 
Year, ADVANCED Course, he may become a candidate for graduation with 
honors. 

Tue FourtH Year, ADVANCED CoursE, is open to all students who, having 
completed the work of the Senior Year, have passed in their examinations in 
all the required subjects of the Junior and Middle Years. Special clinical 
facilities, and opportunities for advanced work in all the laboratories of the 
College, will be afforded to those taking this course. 

At the close of the FourtH Year, ApDvaNnceD CourRsE, the student may 
become a candidate for the degree of Docror or Mepictng, cum laude, or, in 
the case of his attaining to preeminent rank in his examinations, he may be 
graduated summa cum laude. 


POST-GRADUATE STUDY. 


Physicians, graduates of an accredited regular school of medicine, are 
admitted to any of the courses of instruction given in this College, subject to 
such restrictions as may grow out of the assignment of hours in the pro- 
grammes of work laid out for the several classes, and to the single further 
restriction that, in the case of those desirous of taking advanced laboratory 
work, such proficiency in elementary work as may be necessary for its suc- 
cessful prosecution will be required. A certificate of actual attendance will 
be given upon request. Physicians who desire to become candidates for 
the degree of Docror or Mepicrixez in this College must enter the College in 
September, and must take, with the Senior Class, the course of instruction 
comprised in the list of studies of the Senior Year.*

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REQUIREMENTS FOR THE DEGREE OF DOCTOR OF MEDICINE. 


(1) The candidate must be twenty-one years of age, and of good moral character. 

(2) He must have attended not less than three regular amnual courses of medical 
instruction, the last of which must have been the Senior, or the Fourth-Year, course 
of this College. : 

(3) He must, by the first of February, have notified the Dean, in writing, of his 
intention to present himself for examination. 

(4) He must have passed a satisfactory examination in all the required subjects of 
the curriculum, 

The Faculty recommend the student to postpone his examination in Ophthalmology, 
Gynecology, Diseases of the Genito-Urinary Organs and Syphilis, and Diseases of the 
Nervous System, until the end of a fourth year of study. 


THE FOURTH YEAR, ADVANCED COURSE. 

THE FOURTH YEAR, ADVANCED COURSE, is open to students and physicians, who 
have attended the Senior Year in this College, and who have, before the beginning of 
the Fourth Year, passed a satisfactory examination in all the required studies of the 
- Junior and Middle Years. — 

Graduates of other accredited medical schools, of three or more years’ standing, 
may enter the Advanced Course by passing a satisfactory examination in all the 
required studies of the Junior and Middle Years. 


THE DEGREE OF DOCTOR OF MEDICINE, Cum Laude. 

The degree of Doctor oF MEDICINE, cum laude, is conferred on Fourth Year ad- 
vanced students, who, having passed in all the required subjects of the four years, 
shall have attained an average of seventy-five per cent. 

Applicants for this honor, who, having fulfilled all requirements, shall have attained 
an average of ninety per cent, shall receive the degree of Docror or MEDICINE, 
summa cum laude. 

Applicants who fall below the required percentage in the examination for these 
higher degrees, but whose average justifies their graduation, shall receive the degree 
of Docror OF MEDICINE. 

Students who have been admitted to the Fourth Year, Advanced Course, and who 
intend to become candidates for the degree of Docror or MEDICINE, cum laude, must 
notify the Dean, in writing, of such intention by the first of February of the Fourth 
ear:

No charge is made for demonstrator’s or hospital tickets, or for graduation. 

The matriculation fee ($5.00), and the fees for the year, are payable to the Dean 
at the time of matriculation, at the beginning of the college year, in September. 

Students are required to provide themselves with such articles of chemical 
apparatus as test-tubes, watch-glasses, small evaporating dishes, etc., and also to 
make good any loss by breakage or destruction of apparatus belonging to the College. 

All indebtedness to the College must be discharged before entering on the final 
examination for graduation. 

Nore — Graduates of the St. Louis Medical College have perpetual free admission, but will be 
charged a laboratory fee of $20.00. 

Graduates, under three years, of other medical schools, will be charged the matriculation fee 
and twenty dollars, for attendance during a college year or part of a year; they will also be 
charged a laboratory fee of $20.00. 

Graduates of other medical schools, of three or more years’ standing, will be charged the 
matriculation fee and the laboratory fee of $20.00,
